The growing British armies
and the increasing intensity of the
gombats are calling for more and
still more munitions of war.
Need of Greater Supplies
- Lloyd-Gearge, in reiterating
the need for greater supplies, said
that in the recent battle of Neuve
Chapelle alone, as much ammuni-
tion had been expended as was re-
quired for the entire Boer war.

Although the output of the
British armories and factories had
been increased nineteen fold since
the outbreak of hostilities it must
be accelerated more yet.
